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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the amendment filed on 4 March 2005. 

2. Claims 1-22 are pending in the application. 

3. Claims 1-22 have been allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 1 1-20, filed 4 March 2005, with respect to claims 1-19 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-19 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

As to independent claims 1, 10 and 12, prior art teaches an embedding circuit for 
embedding a digital watermark in a digital video stream to produce a watermarked digital video 
stream, as taught by Hirai U.S. Patent No. 6,850,619 BL Prior art teaches a digital watermark 
detector for detecting the digital watermark embedded in the recovered digital video stream, as 
taught by Hirai U.S. Patent No. 6,850,619 Bl. 

However, prior art does not disclose, teach or fairly suggest a multiplexer for 
multiplexing a text data stream with the watermarked digital video stream to produce a 
multiplexed signal. Prior art does not disclose, teach or fairly suggest a demultiplexer for 
demultiplexing the multiplexed signal for recovering the watermarked digital video stream and 
the text data stream. Prior art does not disclose, teach or fairly suggest a synchronizer for 
synchronizing the recovered text data stream to the recovered digital video stream in response to 
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the detection of the digital watermark. Prior art does not disclose, teach or fairly suggest using 
the detected digital watermark as a timing signal for reading the data from the storage medium 

The closest prior art to the current application was Tsukagoshi U.S. Patent No. 
5,742,352. The current application differs from Tsukagoshi U.S. Patent No. 5,742,352 in that 
Tsukagoshi teaches that textual captions are superimposed on the display screen along with 
movie imagery. In video disc players, ordinary television broadcasts, and the like, a video signal 
is transmitted with textual or graphic captions superimposed on a video image in advance. 
Tsukagoshi does not teach that a watermark was embedded in the digital video stream to produce 
a watermarked digital video stream. Tsukagoshi does not teach that the textual data is 
multiplexed with the watermarked digital video stream to produce a multiplexed signal.
